TO COST OF LIVING 


People Hear That Bounteous 
Yields of Season Cause 


Decrease gp Price 
of Food. 


STAPLES AT CUT RATES. 


Butter, Eggs, Potatoes, and 
Grain Few of Things That 
Are Cheaper, but Pack- 
ers Still Hold Fort. 


The cost of Nving is decreasing. 

That this is true was determined yesterday 
in Chicago by a comparison of the current 
wholesale prices of necessities of life bought 
and sold on South Water street, on the board 
of trade, and in the stockyards. 

That butter, eggs, potatoes, flour, live 
stock, and grain are cheaper now than they 
were a few monthe ago is a mathematical 
fact. That the housewife will obtain full 
benefit from the diminishing wholesale prices 
is leas certain. 

One reason for this is that when the retailer 
has once got his customers to paying a cer- 
tain price there is a surprising amount of 
inertia to overcome before the price can be 
persuaded to crawl down. Perhaps the ac- 
companying tables may be of assistance in 
coaxing or bullying retail prices from their 
almost inaccessible perch. 


As to the Cost of Meats. 

In one instance, however, it is not the re- 
taller, but the wholesaler, who is monopolis- 
ing the cream ot decreasing prices. The 
packers are paying less for their live stock 
and charging more for their dressed meat 
than during the winter climax of high prices. 
Of the fifteen standard cuts of beef quoted 
daily on South Water &treet only two have 
decreased in price since last winter. These 
are the two highest priced cuts, and in con- 
trast the thirteen cheaper cuts have increased 
in price. 

Why the two high priced cuts have de- 
creased is explained by the fact that the De- 
gember pricé was abnormally high because 
of the big Christmas demand for the best 
meat obtainable. 

The increase in the price of the cheaper 
cuts, amounting to 35 per cent in the cheap- 
est ef them, is accounted for by the nation 
wide campaign of education in how to cook 
such cuts and in their nutritive value, and 
by the absolute control of prices by the pack- 
ers. In the last few months, for instance, 
the price of cattle at the yards has decreased 
about 856 cents per cut, but the price of 
“plates No. 3 has increased from 4% cents 
to M cents a pound.

And when the American housewife learned 
how to cook it, the price went up over 40 per 
cent. 

But if worse comes to worst, eat potatoes 

Don’t let your grocer fool you on potatoes. 
This succulent and nourishing fruit is now 
cheaper than ever before in years. Millions 
of bushels of potatoes are still in the hands of 
worried farmers seeking purchasers. They 
have sold in Chicago by carload recently at 
17 cents a bushel. This is in startling con- 
trast to last year at this time, when they 
brought as much as $1.10 a bushel wholesale, 
and were so scarce at that that importation 
from Ireland was resorted to. 

All sorts of grain is cheaper than last year, 
and the best flour, though quoted at the same 
price as last year, $6, is really about 10 per 
cent cheaper, because of general undersell- 
ing of the market. The market is 60 cents 
lower than last December, and a further drop 
is looked for because of the dropping price 
of wheat and the prospects of a good crop. 


Big Drop in Cash Wheat. 

May wheat was $1.20 a bushel last April, 
61.10% last December, and is $1.06% now. The 
actual decrease in cash wheat, however, is 
given greater than this would indicate, as 
the premium on cash wheat is now only 2 
cents as against 14 to 20 cents last winter, 
making a total decrease of 22 to 28 cents a 
bushel. 

The decreases in corn and oats are also 
notable, and will soon (packers permitting) 
react to the benefit of the housewife in lower 
prices for meat. Corn has decreased almost 
20 per cent and oats over 26 per cent since 
last April, which means larger, better, fatter 
hogs and cattle for less money, and (packers 
permitting) cheaper beef and pork. The 
warmth of March and the first part of April 
have also conspired to make the raising of 
cattle and hogs less expensive. 

Butter is scheduled for à steady drop as the 
cows begin to acquire their milk from grassy 
pastures instead of from the mangers of 
barns. Considering the warm, early spring, 
it is expected that butter will be plentiful 
enough within two weeks to begin to store it. 
Eggs, too, probably will go into an attractive 
decline. 


Flood of Vegetables. 

All vegetables soon will be flooding the 
markets at low prices, according to those in 
touch with the situation. Thus far supplies 
have com from Louisiana, Tennessee, and 
other southern points; keeping the market 
prices high, but in a few weeks truck farms 
will begin to pour their crops upon the mar- 
ket with immediate results, 

Reports are that the warm weather of 
March gave the truck gandeners who supply 
Chicago a fine start, with which the snow 
flurries of the last week have in no war in- 
terfered. 

The benefits of increased production of food 
of all kinds is being felt throughout the 
country. Dispatches from New York last 
night stated that the bakers in that city are 
adding two ounces to their loaves of bread, 
and that they are freely predicting decreased 
prices for vegetables. 

On the subject of only one food stuff is 
New York aggrieved. That one is meat, ané 
the blame for its persistent high prices is

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GERMANY OPEN TO OUR BEEF 


Kaiser’s Government. Rescinds 
Pork Inspection Rule. 


PLEASES CHICAGO PACKERS, 


Say It Means New Market for Ameri- 
can Meat Products.

BERLIN, April 20.—American packing ip- 
terests in Germany are rejoicing over the de- 
cision of the kaiser’s government to rescind 
the obnoxious local inspection of American 
pork products which so long bas been en- 
forced. For the last four years the German 
government has subjected American pork to 
searching examination on arrival at this side, 
notwithstanding it has been in all cases ac- 
companied by an American government cer- 
tificate attesting ite purity. The German 
examination has proved so costly and so an- 
noying that it frequently acted aa prohibitive 
with immense loss to American packers. 


Certificate Is Acceptable. 

The government now has promulgated a 
decree whereby the American goverament 
certificate is to be regarded as adequate and 
pork admitted without further scrutiny. 

Inquiry by Tun TRIBUNE correspondent re- 
veale the action in rescinding the objection- 
able German inspection wil! not immediately 
prove of practical benefit to the Chicago 
packing trade. The high prices of American

PLEASES CHICAGO PACKERS. 

Representatives of Armour & Co., Swift 
& Co., Morris & Co., and Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger expressed much gratification when 
the above news was communicated to them by 
a TRIBUNE reporter last night. 

Their joy and the reasons for it, however, 
were not such as to fill the general public, or 
so much of it as consumes ham, bacon, or 
pork chops, with glee. For the genera! opin- 
ion was that the reopening of the great mar- 
ket of millions of pork loving Germans would 
have a tendency to keep the price of that 
meat high; if not to force it higher. 

am glad to hear that Germany has 
again opened the door to American pork,” 
said Samuel Grabenheimer, western man- 
ager of Schwarzschild & Sulzberger. 

„ This new market will help to take care 
of the increasing supply of hogs. The high 
prices of hogs have induced farmers to raise 
many of them and to take care of them. 
Therefore, I believe that we will have a nor- 
mal supply of hogs by September and will be 
able to take advantage of this new market.“ 

That's a good thing.“ said Edward Morris, 
president of Morris & Co., when the cable- 
gram was read to him. Just now, of course, 
we haven't enough hogs to go around in the 
United States, but that won't last long and 
as soon as there is a surplus this market will 
take care of it. There is no doubt that the 
methods resorted to to exclude American 
pork thus far have been unjust.“

A campaign to save the babies,” in which 
the aid of the board of education and the 
state legislature will be invoked, hes been 
started by City Health Commissioner W. A.

Ultimate Disarmament Practica- 
ble, Thinks Knox. 


ONE COURT FOR QUARREIS. 


Plan for Permanent Tribunal Meets 
with Favor. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—Uitimate dis- 
armament of the nations of the world is prac- 
ticable in the opinion of Secretary Knox. 

He believes the establishment of a court 
of arbitral justice, to which nations of the 
world may appeal for the settlement of their 
controversies, will have the effect as its own 
natural consequence, of not merely reducing 
armament but ultimately of making large 
armaments unnecessary. 

His plan for the establishment of an inter- 
national court of arbitra) justice, outlined 
in an identical note sent last year to various 
nations, is said to be meeting with general 
favor and Mr. Knox believes such a court 
will be constituted at The Hague in the near 
future. 


To Be in Permanent Session. 

The secretary today said the existence of 
& permanent tribunal of arbitral justice 
would make a resort te it easy, as being in 
permanent session it would not have to be 
constituted anew for each case as it arises; 
that the expenses of the court would be 
borne by the nations jointly, not as hereto- 
fore by the parties in controversy, and that 
the judgments of such a court would bind

Open to Any Power. 

The secretary said that while the court 
would be primarily intended for the powers 
participating in its constitution, it neverthe- 
less would be open to any power that might 
wish to submit a controversy to it, 

It is not proposed, in signing a convention 
for the establishment of such a court, that 
the nations shall obligate themselves to dis- 
arm or make any move toward disarmament. 
The successful operation of the court, how- 
ever, would have for its consequence a re- 
duction of armament if not complete dis- 
armament. 


STRIKE MOB FIGHTS POLICE; 
FOUR SHOT NEAR PITTSBURG. 


Rioter from Steel Car Plant Fires First 
and Officers Win Skirmish Which 
Lande Several in Hospital. 


—— 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 20.—The first clash be- 
tween the police and the strikers of the 
Pressed Steel Car plant at Schoenville oc- 
curred tonight, and by a coincidence it oc- 
curred at the corner known as Bloody 
Angle,“ where half a dozen men were shot. 
down in the strike riots of last July. 

Four men were shot tonight, and one for- 
eigner, who ia unidentified, is in the hospital 
with injuries received when a train struck 
him as he wae trying to escape the police. He 
is the man who shot Policeman McDaniel. 

Policeman James McDaniel) was shot in 
the hip and Joseph Virnot was shot in the 
thigh. John Koeski was shot in the arm. 
Besides these one wounded man was car- 
ried away by the strikers and is believed to 
be secreted in one of the strikers’ houses, 

Koeski escaped across the Ohio river to 
Woods Run, but was pursved by the police 
and arrested there and brought to the bos- 
pital. 

The rioting wes started by 100 or more 
Strikers, congregated at the Bloody 
Angle, who refused to move on when or- 
dered by McDaniel The crowd flocked 
around the pollceman, and a man on the 
edge fired the shot that felled him. Other 


| policemen then brought their firearms into 


play, followed by the strikers, and the bat- 
tle raged for a quarter of an hour. 

McDaniel, ying on the ground, emptied 
his revolver into the crowd and strikers 


began to fall, some hit and the others lying 


prone to avoid the bullets. Virnot was over- 
looked by the strikers and was left lying in 
the street. He was captured and taken toe

FRARS COLLRGES’ MORAL TONE 


Dean Marion Talbot Writes They, 


Promote Race Suicide, 


Believes They Should Be Educated as 
Mothers and Fathers. 


Colleges as promoters of race suicide and 


Chicago 
book published yesterday. Its title is The 


Education of Women.” 


Prof. Talbot presents statistics which she 
declares were gathered at the University of 
Chicago and which show that students come 
to college aimlessiy and leave these same 
educationa) institutions with even less di- 
2 for the future than when they en- 
tered, 

Professors, as well as students, come ip 
for criticism from Dean Talbot, who speaks 
of the dean who is an administrative of- 
cer, not often a trained educator, who knows 
the time schedules and names of courses bet- 
ter than he does the principles of psychology 
or the methods followed in the different 
classrooms.”’ 

The dean, however, defends the professors 
who refuse to mix with the students on social 
occasions in the following words: 

“No one knows better than the college 
instructor and his wife how discouraging it 
is to offer social opportunities in the line of 
private hospitality. The students are awk- 
ward, silent, embarrassed, a social dead- 
weight. The gap between faculty and stu- 
dent is apparently unbridgeabie.” 


Few of Dean’s Opinions. 

Here are a few of the positive opinions 
which Dean Talbot offers in her book: 

An increasingly large number of young peo- 
ple go to college openly and avowedly for a so- - 
called “‘ good time,” They and their parents 
talk as if these years in college from 18 te 85 
were a respite granted to a conylet before em 
tering upon a term of penal servitude. 

The college is largely te blame that there is 
& growing doubt in the public mind as to the 
value of this great educational machinery which 
turns out so many weaklings and incompetents. 
The tendency existe among the young women 
and must be checked, 

The college has allowed amusement in the 
form of dissipation te flourish, while amuse- 
ments which might serve as recreation have 
been neglected, 

A hint as to what the college should do for 
ite students ie thrown out by the writer in 
a chapter on Hygienic Education.” 


Demand for Domestic Training. 
“There exists at present an imperative 
social] demand that girls should be trained 
to de wives and mothers, and boys to be 
husbands and fathers,” she writes. Amer- 
ican homes are suffering from a lack of wis- 


ing pressure of the counter claims of business 
and professional interests. 

Race suicide and divorce are symptome 
of a social disorder doubtless grave and cer- 
tainly evident, whose remedy lies in the di- 
rection of training beth boys and girle for 
parenthood. 


Train for Life Duties. 

“ Business success is the aim in view. We 
should declare with at least equal emphasis 
that the boy should be trained for his other 
duties in Mfe. In epite of the pronuncia- 
mentos of chief executives and the higher 
clergy, the evidence of physicians and of 
social investigators is to the effect that men 
are more responsible than women for the 
decline in the birth rate. 

Boys should be taught the principles of 
social hygiene and their part in maintaining 
life upon high levels. Then, with this in- 
creased knowledge their moral natures would 
be aroused and strengthened and the diffi- 
culties by which all teachers who deal with

Paris Prepares a Welcome for 


Roosevelt Gave No

Former President, Whom

ROME, April 20.—The report that Mgr. 
Granito di Belmonte Pignatelli, the papal 
nuncio at Vienna, has been recalled is de- 
clared by the vatican to be false. Itis added 
that the holy see does not consider that he 
has created any incident by paying a call 
of courtesy on Ambassador Kerens, when 
be could not help but meet Mr. Roosevelt. 

One of the vatican officials said that the 
papal nuncio would not leave Vienne until 
the next consistory, when he would be cre- 
ated a Cardinal, and the consistory is not 
likely to be held before the end of the year. 

Conditions at Vienna are not satisfactory 
to the nuncio, because in 1008, when Dr. 
Wehrmund, professor of Catholic ecclesias- 
tical law, became involved in a difficulty 
with the vatican, which accused him of 
teaching theories of modernism instead of 
the canonical law, the nuncio took an ener- 
getic attitude, which displeased the Austrian 
government. Since that time he bas prac< 
tically broken off personal relations with 
Count von Aehrenthal, the Austro-Hungarian 
minister of foreign affairs. 7 


Accepts Resignation of Abbot. 
The pope has accepted_the resignation of 


Congregation of Affairs of Religious, consid- 
ering that his attitude towards Mr. Roose- 
velt involved the congregation. He will re- 
main a member of the Biblical commission. 
Previous to presenting his resignation, Ab- 
bot Janssens went to the vatican and com- 
plained of the rebuke contained in the vatican 
statement on the subject. He explained that 
he did not intend to involve the vatican in 
the homage which he paid to Mr. Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt Busy with Letters. 


ATTNANG-PUCHHEIM, Upper Austria, 
April .20.—Although it was after midnight 


when the train bearing the Roosevelt party 


left Bydapest, the colonel was up at 7 today. 
During the stop at Vienna he got out and 
walked up and down the station platform 
for half an hour. | 
When the journey was resumed Mr. Roose- 
velt turned his attention to a vast accumula- 
tion of correspondence. For three hours he 
dictated to his stenographer. Many letters 
are received from persons known to Mr, 
Roosevelt only by reputation. A feature of 
these is the unanimity with which the writers 
look to the former president for leadership of 
any cause in which they are interested. 

Mr. Roosevelt was obliged to decline the 
iu vitation of the Bavarian government, made 
through the Bavarian minister at the Aus- 
trian court, to stop in Munich today. 


Paris Plans Big Welcome. 
PARIS, April 20.—France is preparing a 
great welcome for Mr. Roosevelt. The lead 
ing newspapers are filled with historica! and 
laudatory sketches of the distinguished 
American and with words of warm greeting. 

BHvery seat in the Sorbonne has been al- 
lotted for the occasion of Mr. Roosevelt's 
lecture. Thousands of applications for tick-. 
ets of admission have been refused. 

The Journal Des Debats today expresses 
the opinion that Mr. Roosevelt is far from 
the end of ‘his political career, but doubts 
if he will run for the presidency to succeed 
Mr. Taft. However confident Mr. Roose- 
volt is in his lucky star,“ says the paper, he 
ia too much imbued with the free spirit of 
America to adopt the attitude of dictator,”’ 

The Journal Des Debates finds in Theodore 
Roosevelt some of the traits of Cromwell, 
Napoleon and Bismarck, but other traits that

NEW YORK DEMANDS BOATS. 

New York, April 20.—It was declared today 
that there was an unprecedented demand for 
ocean going excursion boats for June 18, 
when Theodore Roosevelt will return from 
Europe. Shipping men expect a harvest 
twice as great as that reaped during the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration.

GROSSCUP GIVES SOLUTION 
TO ENGLAND’S BIG PROBLEM. 


Chicago Jurist Telle What Will Occur 
if Plans of Premier Go Without a 
Hitch. ä 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LONDON, April 20.—Judge Peter S. Gross- 
cup of Chicago today gave a solution of the 
problem with which Premier Asquith has 
been puzzling the politicians and parties of 
Great Britain for months. The publishing 
of the solution followed a visit by the jurist 
to the house of lords and a talk with the 
chief justice. 

“TI believe I can tell you the outcome of 
the pending political erisis, said Judge 
Grosscup. The lords will reject the veto 
resolutions of the commons and then Premier 
Asquith will ask the king to give guaran- 
ties. The king will refuse and Mr. Asquith 
will resign. The king will then call upon 
some one else to form a cabinet and this some 
one will find himself unable to cOMmand a 
majority in the house of commons, whereupon 
the king will dissolve parliament and a gen- 
eral election will take place. 

Before the election, however, the lords 
will propose a plan for reforming themselves, 
based partly upon a representation of the 
hereditary peers and partly upon the elective 
element. This proposal will be set before 
the people in opposition to the single<chamber 
scheme of the Liberals. The people, accord - 
ing to my judgment, will, vote for the Con- 
servative ticket and will overthrow the Lib- 
8 régime, including, ot course, Irish home 
ru 2.’ . 


INCOME TAX CAN BE TAKEN

GIRL’S SLAYER IS COMPOSED 
| UNDER SEVERE COURT ORDEAL. 


Albert Wolter Never Loses Nerve as 
Witnesses Weave Chain of Evidence 
About Him in New York Tribunal. 


New York, April 20.—No prisoner on trial 
for his Me in the New York courts ‘is re- 
membered ever to have faced such an array 
of hostile facts and heartrending testimony 
with such stolid indifference as did Albert 
Wolter today. when confronted with the 
charred fragments of the body that once was 
Ruth Wheeler, whom he is charged with 
luring to her death in his flat not a month 
ago. 

Phillip O'Hanlon, 4 coroner’s physician, 
testified thet Ruth Wheeler had been at- 
tacked before she was murdered. and thai 
there was still life in her body when it had 
been soaked with kerosene, jammed up the 
chimney of Wolter’s flat, and set afire. 
He had found human hair not her own ad- 
hering to the burned fingers. Therefore he 
knew she had fought for her honor. 

There was soot in the lungs. A corpse 
does not breathe. Therefore he knew a 
living and still sentient body had inhaled 
smoke and flame. 

During this appalling testimony, which 
made the jurors fidget in their chairs, Wolter 
sat listlessly scanning the jurors, the grew- 
some exhibits themselves, and his lawyer. 
He gave no sigh of emotion when Adelaide 
Wheeler, ninteen years old, and said to bear 
an extraordinary resemblance of her dead 
sister, took the stand, and identified him.

Wiley Gives His Opinion. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the government pure 
food expert, told the committee that oleo was 
not unhealthful when properly manufactured, 
but he indicated the belief that butter was 
more nutritious. Dr. C. A. Crampton, inter- 
nal revenue analyist, said the same coloring 
matter was used in butter and butterine, 
whereupon Congressman Beall of Texas 
asked if it were not true that the coloring 
of butter started with a desire to imitate the 
color of oleo.

Assail Bill on Two Points. 

The state railway commissions attack the 
‘Dill upon two points. They claim that it 
expressly repeals the provision of the in- 
terstate commerce law of 1887, which 
states that that law was not intended to 
apply to commerce within the borders of a 
state. It is claimed that the administration 
in its reguiafion of the issuance of stocks 
and bonds, takes all power of that kind away 
from the states, and gives the federal com- 
mission authority over even the smallest

The state rights fight may assume impor- 
tant proportions before the bill has gone 
much farther in the house. Chairman Mann 
and other members of the house committee 
donot believe it is possible for congress by 
merely leaving out the provision which limits 
fhe federal law to interstate commerce, to 
rod the states of any of their present power 
over local rates. The state railroad commis- 
‘ gloners declare the railroads already have 
‘@hrough court decisions made important en- 
eroachments upon the powers of the state 
commissions and railway boards, and that it 
will be only a question of time until federal 
power over railway regulation is made su- 


preme. 
It ip admitted by some who helped in fram- 
ing the house bill that state control over 
stock and bond issues may be lost under the 
federal law. This was recognized 
by the committee, and the determination was 
reached that federal control must be abso- 
jute over this phase of railroad development, 
even if it applies to small railroads otherwise 
subject to state regulation. 


Purcell’s Attack on Taft. 

“It must be apparent to every one,” said 
Purcell in his speech, “ that when the presi- 
dent and the attorney general drafted this law 
they were familiar with existing laws in re- 
lation to the matter covered by section 12. 
It is fair to assume that they put it in this 
bill because they wanted to see it become 
law. Section 12, if enacted, would conflict 
with the decisions mentioned. 

It can become operative only in one way. 
Of the members of the Supreme court which 
decided the Louisville and Nashville railroad

Martin Opp‘ses Sale of Friar Property 
in Philippines. .

Washington, D. C., April. 20.—[Special.]— 
Victory for the Roosevelt land withdrawal 
in the house and disregard for them in the 
senate marked the day’s progress. 

In a fight lasting throughout the afternoon 
the house passed the land withdrawal Hill in 
which ratification is given to the withdrawals 
made by Roosevelt. The bill provides au- 
thority for the withdrawal of land for con- 
vor vation purposes in the future and attempts 
to legalize all withdrawals made in the past. 

Earlier in the day the senate committee on 
public lands decided upon a conservation 
bill which omits the ratification feature, The 
members of the committee take the position 
that it is unnecessary to attempt to legalize 
the Roosevelt acts. The lands withdrawn 
by Roosevelt were restored to entry, they 
claim, and again withdrawn, and any rights 
thet may have been secured by entrymen 
will be cared for under other laws. 


Fight in House Is Hot. 
The fight in the house was a complete vic- 
tory for the Roosevelt policies. An effort 
was made by Chairman Mondell of the public 
lands committee to amend the withdrawal 
bill, but the best vote that could be mustered 
against it was 60 votes to 150. The Demo- 
crata joined the Republicans in support of 
the features of the measure which were con- 
sidered distinctly Roosevelt policies, The 
debate at times was hot, Congressman Ferris 
of Oklahoma demanding to know: 
“ Who ever heard of Mondell as a conserva- 
tionist?” and later, Who ever heard of 
Secretary Ballinger being a conservetion- 
iat?“ 
Attempts were made to attach amendments 
to the bill giving some legal rights to the 
entry men who had made entries upon the 
land withdrawn under the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. These were voted down without 
exception.

URGES LICENSE FOR DAIRIES. 


Chicago Scientist Says This Is the Only 
Means of Getting Pure Milk 
for the Consumer. 


Joliet, III., April 20.— [Special Dr. Adolph 
of Columbus laboratory, Chicago, 
addressing the Will County Medical associa- 
tion on the pure milk question, advocated 
the licensing of the farmer who conducts a 
dairy. He said the farmers should under- 
stand bacteriology and the scientific phases 
of producing milk. 
Farm hands, as well as the cows, should 
be examined and if found infected should 
not be allowed to milk or care for cows. The 
safest way to transport milk, he said, is in 
sealed bottles, chemically cleaned before fill- 
ing and washed in soda by the housekeeper. 
Dr. Gehrmann advocated legislation cover- 
ing these points and a genera} education of 
the people to assure pure, safe milk.

Diseernéd with Naked Eye Yes. 
terday for First Time. 


RECEIVED BY ASTRONOMERS. 


Scientist Explains How the Amateur 
May Find It. 


Halley’s comet was visible to the naked eye 
in Chicago yesterday morning for the first 
time since its present visit to this part of the 
universe, and thousands in the city prepared 
last night to get up early today to get a 
glimpee of the visitor, which hasn't been so 
near us for seventy-five years. 

To some who saw the comet it proved a 
disappointment. There wasn't any awe-in- 
spiring body—just a small starlike object 
rather dim looking, with two small shafts of 
light which marked the tail. But the as- 
tronomers who viewed the visitor declared it 
was a fine, healthy looking specimen. 


Gets rn from Astronomers. 


the scientists who were on hand to receive 
the visitor. Prof. Frost was disappointed, 
for @ bank of heavy smoke prevented a good 
look at the stranger from the observatory 
and made efforts at photographing it a fall- 
ure. 

Prot. McHugh didn’t recognise the comet 
at first until he looked through a telescope. 
He told last evening how it might be easily 
located in the eastern sky: by amateurs with- 
out the aid of glasses. : 


Tells How to Find It. 

“It is just a trifle north of east,“ he said, 
“to be exact, 7 degrees and 47 minutes north 
of east. It is near the corner of the great 
equare of Pegasus—a little to the south of the 
lower right hand corner. 

“The great square is of four 
stars. Three are bright and the fourth is 
dim and comes above the horizon just about 
8:80 o'clock a. m. The comet is to the south 
and a little above the faint star, and is about 
18 degrees north of Venus, the morning star, 
which rises about fifteen minutes before. 80 
when Venus appears you may know the 
comet will soon show itself.“ 

The comet has a yellowish tinge and does 
not twinkle as do the s At midnight 
the skies gave promise of being clear and 
giving to the enthusiasts opportunity of be- 
coming acquainted with the wanderer.

ACCIDENT, SAYS ° JURY. 
|Report Awakens Victim’s Broth- 
er in Next Room, Who Dis- 
covers the Body. 


Carl W. Eisendrath, vice president of the 
Monarch Leather company, was almost m- 
stantly killed early yesterday at his residence, 
3949 Ellis avenue, by the discharge of a rifle 
which, it is believed, he wae attempting to 
insert into a gun case. The verdict of the 
coroner’s jury which investigated the death 
was that the rifle was diecharged accident- 
ally. 

The body was discovered by Edwin Elsen- 
drath, a younger brother, who was in the 
adjoinihg room and who was awakened by 
the shot.

Government Report Shows Gain of 301 
Persons Killed for Quarter End- 
ing Dec. 81, 1909. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—A large in- 
crease in the number of casualties on Ameri- 
can railroads is shown by the report for the 
‘quarter’ ended Dec. 81, 1909, as compared 
with the corresponding quarter of the previ- 
ous year. 

A bulletin issued today by the interstate 
commerce commission shows an in 
the number of persons Killed of 301, and in the 
number of injured of 5,645, as compared with 
the corresponding quarter of 1908 The total 
number of persons killed was 1,008 and the 
total number injured 22,491, 

The total number of accidents in the quar- 
ter now under review on the so-called “ steam 
roads was 8,206 (1,746 collisions and 1,461 
derailment), of which 257 collisions and 156 
Gerallments affected passenger trains. The 
damage to cars, roadbeds, and equipments 
amounted to $2,773, 830.

NOW A “CHICAGO ROAD.” 


Santa Fe Directors Approve 
$31,000,000 Budget for 
Improvements. 


The Baltimore and Ohio has practically 
its plans for firmly establishing 
itself as a Chicago railroad, following its 
purchase of the Chicago Terminal er 
by obtaining a new entrance into the city 
for its passenger trains over the tracks of 
the Fort Wayne route of the Pennsylvania. 
This will replace the present roundabout 
route and is expecied to result u a saving of 
twenty-five minutes. 

The Pennsylvania tracks will be used from 
Clarke Junction, Ind., to a point just out- 
side the train shed of the Grand Central sta- 
tion, which the Baltimore and Ohio now 
owns, a distance of twelve and a half miles, 
as against nineteen and a half miles by 
the present route. The quarter mile of track 
from Pine Junction on the Baltimore and 
Ohio to Clarke Junction, on the Pennsy!- 
vania has been built and the new arrange- 
ment is to be put into effect soon. 

The present Baltimore and Ohio route, 
which consumes an hour in getting into Chi- 
cago, is over its own tracks from Pine Junc- 
tion to South Chicago, over the Rock Island 
from South Chicago to Brainerd, the Balti- 
more and Ohio connecting railroad to Oak- 
ley avenue, near Seventy-fifth street, and 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer tracks into 
the Grand Central station. This route will 
still be used for freight. 

Santa Fe to Spend $31,000,000. 

The Santa Fe railroad directors have ap- 
proved the 1910 budget calling for an ex- 
penditure of $31,000,000 for improvements 
and new equipment, a ing to announce- 
ment made yesterday. t thie sum $12,000,- 
000 will go to defray the expense of work al- 
ready authorized or under way, such as the 
double track work between Chicago and 
Kansas City and the new lines in Texas. The 
$10,000,000 remaining is for new work. 

The Santa Fé has already made known its 
intention of having a double track line from 
Chicago to the coast and $4,000,000 will be 
expended for this purpose on 1245 miles of 
line west of Albuquerque, N. M. Two millions 
are to, be used for grade revision work on 
the Gult. C ado and Santa Fé road be- 
tween Galveston and Coleman, Tex. 

Two millions more will be used to con- 
struct a double track bridge over the Mis- 
souri river south of Kansas City to take 
the place of the structure at Sibley.

tine Paulovitch, to waive his rights of succession to the 
throne in favor of @ still younger brother, Nicholas Paul- 
ovitch, who, having been only 6 years old at the time 
of his father’s assassination, wag entirely innocent of 
any connection with the tragedy, it was thought only 
natural that Emperor ‘Alexander should have considered 
it necessary to make atonement by surrendering his 
scepter to this younger brother, Nicholas, and by be- 
coming dead te the world, so as to be able to spend the 
remainder of his days in pengnce and in prayer. 
— 

All this popular and widely believed tradition has been 
shattered by the new book of Grand Duke Nicholas 
Michaelaiovitch, who publishes in fac simile the letters 
which Empress Elizabeth wrote to her mother in No- 
vember, 1825, day by day, regarding her husband's ill- 
ness at Taganrog, during which she nursed him from 
ifs commencement until its close. She describes the 
various phases and the progress of his malady, and re- 
lates how he finally expired, with his head resting. on 
her shoulder and clasped in her arms. 

The letters, meant only for her mother, are so grief- 
stricken in their tone and convey such an impression 
of profound sincerity ag to leave no possible doubt as 
to the truth of the stery they contain. What made his 
death more dificult for his widow to bear was that some 
months previously, after having treated her with neg- 
lect during a portion of their married life, he hed re- 
turned to her, besought and obtained her pardon, and 
become so entirely reconciled that her happiness was 
complete and all her sorrows forgotten. 

It was during this second honeymoon that he was 
snatched from her by death, after a sudden illness, last- 
ing not more than ten days. The empress, who was 
broken hearted, was so prostrated by sorrow that she 
was not able to leave Taganrog until three months later, 
when, while endeavoring to reach 8t. Petersburg by 
easy stages, she wes evertaken by death on the way 
Kalouga, Her letters to her mother, the Margravine of 
Baden, that are reproduced in the book of Grand Duke 
Nicholas, continue up to within a week of her demise, 

The compiler of this valuable addition to the history 
of the sovereign house of Romanoff is the eldest son of 
old Grand Duke Michael Nicholalovitch, who died the 
other day, is unmarried, is president of the Imperial Ge- 
ographical society of Russia, and the only member of 
any reigning house, besides the Prince of Monace, to be- 
long to the Institute of France. The Prince of Monace 
was elected to the latter by reason of his services to 
the science of oceanography, and Grand Duke Nicholas 
in recognition of hig immensely valuable historical re- 
searches.

The Countess Cowley, who hes just died, was one of 
the twin daughters ef the aged Marquis of Abergavenny 
and married the present Hari of Cowley in 1889, but se- 
cured a divorce from him eight years later, the court 
granting to her the custody of the enly child of the 
union, Viscount Dangan, now 20 years of age. Shortly 
after the divorce was made absolute Lady Cowley mar- 
ried Robert Edward Myddelton of Church Leys, Rearsby, 
in Leicestershire, and was subjected to a considerable 
amount of litigation by the earl in endeavoring to pre- 
vent her from continuing to style herself Countess 
Cowley. 

The courts, while they admitted she had no official 
right to the title, algo established the fact that there 
was no means of preventing her from using it, the 
judges adding that they did not see their way to grant 
an injunction in the matter. Thus, in law she ceased to 
be a peeress and was precluded from figuring in any 
officual document as Countess Cowley, but was ac- 
corded the name and title in society until her death 
the other day. 

Lord Cowley, who has a more extensive acquaintance 
with the courts than almost any other peer of the realm, 
as defendant in h of promise cases, as respondent 
and co-responderft in divorce güfts, and in that against 
the woman who has just been carried to her grave, sub- 
sequently married the divoreed wife of Sir Charles 
Hartopp, daughter of the late Lord Nunburnholme, and 
sister of the Countess of Chesterfield, of Mra. Bric 
Chaplin, and of Mra. Guy Fairfax. That marriagé, too, 
has turned out/unhappily.
